f Onthe hoisting of the American flag in 
$ this place in July 1846, the American forces 
f found here an Alcalde who had power cor- 
Í responding to that (as nearas wo have as- 
$ certamed) of a pohce magistrate in the U, 
i States, who was authorized to sell one town 
Ë tot of fly varas square to any individual who 
would bind himself to fence it and erect a 
burlding upon it within one year, who had 
| the control of pubhe funds, and who collect- 
ed and e\pended the revenue This state of 
affairs was continued by the American au- 
thorities until August of 1847, when Gover- 
nor Mason, -by reason of many complaints, 
against the ill defined powers and assump- 
tions of the Alcalde, authorized the election 
of six citizens to constitute a Town Counoil 
The powers of this body wera not expressly 
defined, but were generally supposed to be 
sugh as pertain to bodies of that character 
inthe United States. The Alcalde sat with 
them, as president of the board, and had 
a casting voto. One of the acts of this town 
council was to elect a member of its body 
town treasurer, another to authorize the gra- 
diog of streeta, a third to authorize the erec- 
tion of a school-house, a fourth to repeal tho 
Mexican laws relative to the improvements 
required upon lots to entitle the purchaser to 
evalid deed, anda fifth to passa law for 
raising revenue. This body continued in 
existence until the Sist of December, 1943, 
when it expired by limitation, They 
passed a Iaw authorizing a new election on 
the 27th of December, for seven members 
of a new council to succeed them. This 
election way duly held ; but a majority of the 
old council wore not satisfied with the result 
and declared tho election nugatory, because 
fraudulent votes were polled thereat, and 
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he justice on a proper basis so long tg the 
people were at the meicy of this offiter, a 
convention of the people of this distrig was 
then called, at which it was resolved to elect 
a legislative assembly of fifteen members 
who should have powerto make such hws 
as might be deemed necessary, provided thoy 
did not conflict with the conatitulion of the 
United States nor the common law thereof, 


| This legislative body was to erst for one 


year, unless sooner superseded by compe” 
tont authority. 

It was fondly hoped by the well disposed 
citizens of San Francisco, that the establish- 
ment of this legislature, and the election of 
three justices of the peace, would give a new 
impetus to the prosperity of the place and 
elevate its character abroad Jt was believ- 
ed that the bickerings and disunion which 
had heretofore existed would be ended, and 
that the great body of the citizens would 
sustain the legislative assembly, whilst the 
few who have plucked the public goose of 
nearly every feather would sink into that 
oblivion fiom whence they should never havo 
been permitted to emerge How far these 
hopes are to be realized yet remains to be 
geen, but a sertous attempt has been made to 
fiustiate them, whether intentional or not, 
or whether successful or not, time will show 

It was well hnown that the Alcalde in de- 
fiance of law and justice had been in the 
habit of selling town tots, and other property 
of the town, and that the proceeds of such 
saleshad been fora long ume unacconnted 
for The legislature, desirous to secure 
auch property to the benefit of the pub- 
lic, passed a law forbidding such sale, or 
any other disposition of public property, and 
making the offence punishable by fine and 
imprisonment. It was also charged, and not 
doubted, that the public records were muti- 
lated, that the public funds were squandered 
and not accounted for, and that the adminis- 
tration of justice was a mere mockery, (or 
rather an outrageous wrong as practised by 
tho Alcalde.) and the legislative body, to 
correct these abuses, and masmuch as the 
people had elected thiee justices of the 
peace, fiacd a aay upon which the office of 
Alcalde should cease, and ordered him to 


hand over Ins books and papers to Myron freg 


Norton, Esq., a newly clected justice, 
Upon this Mr. Norton addressed the Al-

Sec 6 That thesaid Police Magistrate 
shall commence the exercise of his duties on 
the 25th day of March, A D, 1849, and he ıs 
hereby empowered to appoint two or more 
policemen, who shall be and ere hereby em- 
powered to arrest any person or persons up- 
on a warrant issued by the said magistrate. 

Sco 7 ‘That all ministerial offices, con- 
stables, sheriffs and other offices established 
by the said Alcalde are hereby abolished, 
and all pessons exeicising the authority of 
the said offices or either of them, by his ap- 
pointment aro hereby declared dismissed; 
and, if assuming to serve any writ or process 
within this district except by order and under 
the aufhority of the said Police Magistrate, 
and Justices of the District, they shall upon 
conviction thereof before any Justice, be 
fined in the sum of One Hundred Dollars to 
the use of the District, with costs, and in 
damages to the party aggrieved, 

Sec, 8 That any person or persons as- 
suming to issue any writ or process within 
this district, other than the said Police Mag- 
istrate and Justices of the Distiict, from and 
after the twenty fifth day of March, A. D, 
1849, shall upon conviction thereof before

On what ground, thon, do they demand our 
support and confidence:to such a govern- 
ment? On the ground that it 10 de fucte 
government,that it exists by the sufferance of 
the people, and that no people can be pre- 
sumed to voluntarily turn away from an or- 
ganized government and become anarchists. 
Now, we contend that this de facto govern- 
ment, ifit ever existed, existed only by the suf- 
fevance of this people—that the President of 
the United States has no authority‘to contin- 
ue such a government a single hour after the 
conclusion of the war that called it into be- 
ing, and that neither Gen Smith or Col Ma- 
son have the right to interfere in thé local or 
civil affairs of this Teritory wheh the peo- 
ple thereof choose to manage them. We 
assert that all necessary powers| of govern- 
ment which are essential to preserve the” 
livés and piorerty of the citizens of this ter- 
ritory, in the default of action by the United 
States Congress, are inherent ın the people 
themselves, and that they have a right to ex! 
ercise them when they choose, and that they 
are responsible, not to the President or his 
officers, but to the people of the United 
States for their’abuse, 

Admitting these premises, and we certainly 
regard them as self-evident, it then follows, 
that the de facto government does not exist 
within the District of San Francisco, Why? 
Because the people of this district have, 
thought it proper and politic to establish a 
government of their own, and the de facto 
government having only existed by suffer- 
ance, it follows that whenever the people es. 
tablish any other form of geyernment the de 
facto organization ıs dead,defacto. No onehas 
yet pretended that the military government 
existed de jure, but that ıt simply continued 
to be a government because it had not been 
superseded by any other—that it was the 
only government zn fact. Isit not then a 
Just and rational conclusion, that the milita- 
ry government no longer has control over 
the district of San Francisco, because the 
people of this district have established, de 
jure and de facto, a government of their own. 

But let us examine the claims of this de 
facto government a little further. So faras
